SEED SUPPLIES 

It may seem a trifle early to begin 
thinking about seed, but it may soon 
be too late to secure good seed of 
coarse grains and forage crops. The 
farmer who waits until the end of 
March to discover that he needs 50 
or 100 bushels of seed barley will 
probably find it necessary to use 
third-rate stuff. 

The demand for feed grains this 
winter in eastern, as well as west- 
crn, Canada, combined with the 
shortage of elevator storage space, is 
yesulting in a rapid turnover, Then, 
also, harvesting conditions were so 
bad in many districts, resulting in 
large quantities of damp and 
sprouted grain, that local seed short- 
ages will be numerous. 

The Agricultural Department of 
The North-West Line Elevators Asso- 
ciation does not hesitate to advise a 
germination test for all oats and 
barley seed this year. Samples of 
wheat, oats, barley, flax or rye need 
only be delivered to a grain buyer of 
any line elevator company associated 
with this Department in order tc 
obtain a reliable test. @ 

Any farmer who knows now that 
he will require seed oats or barley 
next spring, should take immediate 
steps to secure the required amount 

The situation respecting supplies of 
grass and clover seed may be similar, 
and delay in ordering may lead to 
disappointment in the spring. 

Of course, many farmers will be 
unable to decide upon the question 
of coarse grain and forage crop seed 
requirements until the Dominion 
Government announces a wheat 
policy for 1942,

4. As a Manufacturer 


Services Also Come Under This Law 


The Price Ceiling law also applies to rates and charges for electricity, gas, steam, heat, 
water, telegraph. wireless, telephone, transpertation, provision of dock, harbour, pier facilit- 
ie; warehousing and storage; manufacturing prccesses performed on a commission or profit 
bisis; undertaking and embalming; laundering, cleaning, tailoring and dressmaking; hair- 
dressing, barbering and beauty parlour services; plumbing, heating, painting, decorating, 
cleaning, and renovating; repairing of all kinds; supplying of meals, refreshment and bevarag- 
es; exhibition of motion pictures. 


What You Must Do to Comply With This Law 


1. As a Consumer 


You must not buy goods or services for more than the highest price charged for such 
goods or services during the basic period, September 15 to October 11, 
merchant for proof the price he asks is a lawful price under the Price Ceiling order, 
seasonal price changes in fresh fruits and vegetables and greenhouse products ave exempt. 


2. Asa Retailer 


You must not sell goods or services for more than the highest price at which you sold 
such goods or services in the basic period, September 15 to October 11. 
You must not buy goods or services from manufacturers or wholesalers or any other 
sources for more than the highest price you paid to them in the basic period, 
It is intended that cases of serious hardship should be adjusted by reducing the cost of 
Retailers whose cost of merchandise delivered to them after 
November 30 is too high in relation to the ceiling prices, should get in touch with their sup- 
liers and try to arrange an adjustment fair to both parties. 
The price of goods of a kind or quality not sold during the basic period must not be more 
than the highest price charged for substantially similar goods in the basic period. 


3. Asa Wholesaler 


You must not sell jek or services at more than your highest price (less discounts then 
s or services during the basic period, September 15 October 11, 

must not buy goods or seivices for more than the highest prices paid during the basic period. 
Wholesalers will be expected in some cases to reduce their prices below the ceiling in 
Wholesalers in turn may have to ask their 


You must not sell at prices higher than your highest price (less discounts then prevail- 
ing) during the basic period September 15 to October 11. 

In some cases it will be necessary for manufacturers to to reduce their prices below the 
ceiling so that wholesale and retail acconnts may carry on, 

Where maintenance of the retail ceiling requires manufacturers’ prices to be substan- 
tially reduced, the Board will investigate and in proper cases will afford necessary relief. 


Retailers, wholesalers and manufacturers are assured by the Board that any consider- 
adle increases in the costs of import of essential goods will be coveied either by subsidies or 
by adjustment of taxes. Details will be announced shortly.
